“Authorized inspection station” means a station licensed by 
the department of motor vehicles for inspecting motor vehicles and devices for the control of pollution 
for compliance with this chapter or any applicable federal regulation or regulation of the commission.

“Authorized maintenance station” defined. “Authorized maintenance station” means a station licensed 
by the department of motor vehicles for installing, repairing and adjusting devices for the control of 
pollution to meet the commission’s requirements. NRS 445B.715 
 
“Authorized station” defined. “Authorized station” means a station licensed by the department of 
motor vehicles for inspecting motor vehicles and devices for the control of pollution for compliance 
with this chapter or any applicable federal regulation or regulation of the commission and for 
installing, repairing and adjusting such devices to meet the commission’s requirements. NRS 
445B.720 
 
“Fleet station” defined. “Fleet station” means a facility which is licensed by the department to conduct 
inspections of the motor vehicles of qualified owners or lessees. NRS 445B.735 
 
NAC 445B.462 Test station: Application for license to operate; inspection of premises; issuance of 
license.(NRS 445B.785) 
3. A license for: 
 (a) An authorized inspection station or class 1 fleet station will not be issued to an applicant 
unless he is a class 1 approved inspector or class 2 approved inspector, or he employs at least one 
class 1 approved inspector or class 2 approved inspector, with the rating or ratings for which the 
applicant is applying. 
 (b) An authorized station or class 2 fleet station will not be issued to an applicant unless he is a 
class 2 approved inspector, or he employs at least one class 2 approved inspector, with the rating or 
ratings for which the applicant is applying.  NAC 445B.462   
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STATION LICENSING REQUIREMENTS 
 
1. Application for Business License.  Application must be completed in full and signed by a principal of the business. 
 
2. Personal History Questionnaire completed by each principal or corporate officer of the business. 
 
3. Child Support Information Form completed and signed by each principal and/or corporate officer. 
 
4. Licensee Acknowledgement form. 
 
5. One photograph of each principal.  Photo must be full face, shoulders and above, no sunglasses or hats. 
 
6. Authorization for Release of Information form must be completed by each principal and/or corporate officer. 
 
7. A surety bond or deposit in lieu of bond in the amount of $1,000. 
 
8. Non-refundable license application fee of $25. 
 
9. City or County business license. 
 
10. Fictitious Firm Name Filing. 
 
11. Copy of Certificate of Incorporation and Corporate filing, annual list of officers from the Nevada Secretary of 

State’s office, if applicable.  If business has been incorporated in another state, foreign corporation filing must be 
submitted with Nevada Secretary of State’s office. 

 
12. Established place of business within this state. 
 
13. Dedicated phone line, installed for each operational analyzer. 
 
14. MCI Enrollment Packet, call or fax MCI Help Desk at (888) 744-SMOG or fax (888) 897-6194, to request packet. 
 
15. Authorized station sign obtained from the Department.  Deposit required, based upon the actual costs incurred by 

the Department. (NAC 445B.469) 
 
16. Fees and program information placards obtained from the Department. (NAC 445B.469) 
 
17. State-approved exhaust gas analyzer. 
 
18. Other equipment and references as specified in NAC 445B.587 and 445B.588. 
 
19. One full-time approved inspector licensed for the appropriate rating of the station. 
 

EMISSION INSPECTOR LICENSING REQUIREMENTS 
 
1. Personal History Questionnaire completed and signed by the applicant. 
 
2. Child Support Information Form completed and signed by the applicant. 
 
3. Licensee Acknowledgement form.   
 
4. One photograph of applicant.  Photo must be full face, shoulders and above, no sunglasses or hats. 
 
5. Authorization for Release of Information form must be completed and signed by the applicant. 
 
6. Certificate of Employment. 
 
7. License fee of $25. 
 
8. Class 1 and Class 2 inspectors must comply with provisions of NAC 445B.485 in areas of training, qualifications, 

experience, and pass an examination administered by the Department. 
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
